The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach an object sensor and its method of operation for detecting at least a 
position of the object comprising a plurality of discrete light detectors with each detector 
having a two dimensional detection surface with an area that is a non-negligible 
percentage of a detector portion on a substrate, the detectors are arranged in a two 
dimensional array so that the detection surface of the detectors substantially fill the 
detector portion; and at least one light source arranged relative to the detector portion to 
illuminate the detectors in absence of the object.
